I had oulstayml ti.e last fashionable 
linger ; and, on appearing again, after a fortnight’s con- 
hnenienl with the epidernic of the season, I found niv- 
se almost without an acipiaintunce, and was driven to 
follovy the world.

crowded in between two 
goo l-burnored Scotchmen, and took the happy color of 
the spirits of the company. 
\ small centre table was occupied by a party who 
aftorded considerable amusement.

old wmmm with a tall scraggy daughter and a stubby 
httle old fellow, whom they called “ pa 
and u sin­ 
gular man, a .Major Somebody, who seemed showin« 
them up, composed the quartette.

They bullied the waiter, 
\yere facetious with the steward, and talked down all 
the united buzz of the cabin. 
Opposite me sat a pale. 
severe-Iookmg Scotchman, who had addressed one or 
two remarks to me ; and, upon an uncommon burst of 
upro.inousness, he laughed with the rest, and remarked 
that the ladies were excusable, lor they were doubtless 
.Americans, and knew no better. 
“ It strikes me,” said I, that both 
accent they are particularly Scotch.”
